BUDGET PROVES 


INSUFFICIENT TO 


MEETWAR NEEDS 


Fund for Rail Im­ 
provement Has Been 
Increased 


(B y The Associated Presa) 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.— T h e 
so-called billion dollar budget a p ­ 
proved early this y ea r by Director 
General McAdoo for railroad i m ­ 
provements and 
equipment has 
proved insufficient to meet w ar 
needs and lias been increased to 
$1,09 7,398,000 
or $156,000,000 
more than the original aggregate 
of budgets of all federally con­ 
trolled roads. 
This was disclosed 
today in a detailed report of c a p ­ 
ital expenditures 
authorized to 
date. 
Most of the increase was m ad e 
necessary by the growing need for 
cars and locomotives. 
Originally 
$486,000,000 w^as authorized for 
purchase of new 
rolling stork, 
but this ha# been raised to $655,- 
686.000 i»y huge orders placed by 
the railroad administration. 
F o r additions a n d betterments, 
including new yard and industry 
tracks, terminal 
facilities, 
s t a ­ 
tions and bridges, th e budgets of 
first 
class roads provided o rig ­ 
inally for $433,000,000. 
This has 
been pared down to $404,000,000, 
chargeable to 
capital accounts, 
but additional work costing $105,- 
000,000 has been authorized to be 
ch arg ed 
to operating 
expenses. 
The $20,000,000 approved early 
this 
year 
for extensions 
and 
branch tracks has been raised to 
$35,000,000. 
T h e $1,097,000,000 now a u t h ­ 
orized for additions, betterments 
and equipment does not include 
an additional $125,652,000 which 
will be considered as part of rail­ 
way expenses. 
T h e huge program of railway 
Improvemnt indicated 
by these 
new figures is now being carried 
out partly in the big car and loco­ 
motive building shops of the c o u n ­ 
try an d partly with th e aid of an 
a rm y of engineers, laborers, m a ­ 
sons, builders, steamshovels, t e l e ­ 
phone linemen and track layers 
in thousands of places along th e 
rail lines. The biggest single Item 
in th e additions and betterments, 
consists of yard tracks, sidings 
anti industry tracks. 
T h e actual outlay under the im ­ 
provemnt 
program 
has 
been 
about $400,OOO.0(H) officials es ti­ 
mate. Actual reports shows $2 21,- 
914.000 up to Ju ly I, including 
$102,000,000 
for additions and 
betterments,* 
$1 10,000,000 
for 
cars an d locomotives and $8,000,- 
000 for extensions.

Indianapolis, Ind., Aug. 16.— 
Labor conditions in the coal min ­ 
ing industry for which “ the only 
logical solution 
is a substantial 
flat wage increase to be applied 
to all classifications of mine la­ 
bor” will be discussed at a con­ 
ference of district president, of the 
United Mine W orkers to be held in 
Washington. Aug. 22, according to 
an announcement m ade here to­ 
night by F ra n k J. Hayes, president 
of the United Mine W orkers 
of 
America. 
The wage increase “ can be met 
and applied by the coal operators 
with out the necessity of an in­ 
crease in the selling price of coal 
to the consuming public,” asserted 
the miners’ official who added that 
the paying of 
bonuses 
by many 
mine owners now' “ is indisputably 
evidence that the industry is able 
to bear an advance in wages.” 
The labor condition In brief has 
been cause*. President Hayes says, 
by many mine owners paying bon­ 
uses in excess of wage scale in o r ­ 
der to obtain and keep miners in 
their mines. 
Mr. 
Hayes’ sta te ­ 
ment continues: 
“ If wages are not increased to 
those not now receiving bonuses 
to the equivalent of the bonuses 
now being received by other min ­ 
ers, then the industries faces 
a 
sure and certain 
loss of needed 
manpower. 
“ For the protection of our en ­ 
tire war program, 
to 
keep the 
wheels of basic industry going full 
blast it is necessary th a t a wage 
adjustm ent be made 
on a basin 
that will put an end to the whole­ 
sale competition for men and hold 
the miner to the mines where he 
would likely to remain if but giv­ 
en the equivalent 
wage possible 
for him to receive in other indus­ 
tries.” 
Mr. Hay## th en refers to a con­ 
ference between 
officials of the 
fuel adm inistration and the inter­ 
national officers 
of 
the United 
Mine Workers, held in W ashin g­ 
ton. July 29 and 30 and quotes a 
letter addressed to Dr. II. A. Gar­ 
field. United States fuel adminis­ 
trator and 
signed 
by President 
Hayes, Vice President 
John L. 
Lewis 
and 
Secretary 
William 
Green of the United Mine W ork­ 
ers. 
The officials of the miners, in 
their letter, approve of a substan­ 
tial flat wage increase to be ap 
plied to all classifications of mine 
labor th ru o u t the country, saying: 
“ Such an 
action 
would 
only 
make general aud official what is 
now being done by the operations 
in substance and effect and such 
an increase can be met and a p ­ 
plied by the coal operators of the 
United States without the neees 
sity of an increase in the selling 
price of 
coal to the consuming 
public. 
In the emergency, which 
is now unquestionably facing the 
mining industry we are convinced 
that no pl her plan save the wage 
J increase we suggest w ill meet re 
quirements and properly protect 
the interest of our nation,”

BRINGING BAUK 
M ARRIED TEACHERS. 
“Repeal the 
m arried teacher 
regulation,” says Dr. P. P. Clax­ 
ton, U. S. Commissioner of E d u ­ 
cation. 
“ Reports from some cities In­ 
dicate th a t a few school hoards 
have not yet taken action to abol­ 
i s h the rule barring m arried wo­ 
men from teaching. 
This rule 
never did have much to recom­ 
mend it, aud the war has made I* 
impossible of enforcement. Every 
woman who is a good teacher is 
needed, and m arriage Is no bar.” 
One teacher writes to the B u­ 
reau of Education: “ I wish to call 
your attention 
to 
a 
situation 
which prevails thruout the Middle 
West and urge your influence to 
remedy this injustice. 
As you 
know most of the large cities will 
not. employ married 
women as 
teachers in the high schools. 
As 
you also know’ the W ar Depart­ 
ment has 
placeu 
in Class I, all 
men whose wives are educated to 
earn a living. 
Many of these wo­ 
men were teachers in the larger 
high shools. 
These positions are 
now closed to us and we must 
teach in a small town— several 
subjects in which we are indiffer­ 
ently prepared— at a small wage 
— all because we have husbands 
who are giving themselves in a n ­ 
swer to th eir country’s «UL- I* 
this exactly fair? 
Kansas City, 
Mo., Kansas City, Kans., Topeka, 
Kans., and many other cities have 
courteously returned all applica­ 
tions saying they employ no m ar­ 
ried women.” 
For the information of school 
boards that may not have seen 
Commissioner 
Claxton’s 
state­ 
ment of March 8, 1918, appealing 
to married teachers to return to 
schools, the 
Bureau 
is asking 
that the following paragraph be 
reprinted: “ There are in the coun 
tr> scores of thousands of per­ 
sons, mostly 
women, 
of good 
scholarship and professional train 
ing. who have had successful ex­ 
perience as teachers but who have 
retired from active service. Many 
of these m ight render valuable 
service again in the school. 
As a 
means of relief in the present 
crisis, I recommend th at they be 
called again into active service
